Injuries,  injuries,  and  more  injuries  complicated  the  Aces'  season  as 
each  game  neared.  At  one  time  or  another  every  one  of  the  backfield 
starters  was  sidelined  with  injuries.  Again  they  lost  several  close 
decisions  on  last  second  antics  of  the  opponents. 
Several  players  earned  special  recognition  despite  the  poor  record. 
Gordon  Jaffray,  a  255  lb.  tackle,  earned  a  spot  on  both  the  offensive 
and  defensive  AII-ICC  squad — the  first  time  one  man  was  voted  to 
both  teams.

Two  Platoons  Wear  Down  Opponents- 
Gain  Berth  In  NCAA  Finals. 


Coach  Arad  McCuthan  found  the  key  to  suc- 
cess this  year  in  a  well-balanced,  high- 
spirited  two-platoon  system.  The  Aces 
reversed  their  8—17  record  of  1967  as  they 
won  17  of  their  first  19  games  and  seemed 
well  on  their  way  to  a  fith  national  title — 
before  the  roof  fell  in.  Within  three 
short  weeks  the  Aces  lost  five  of  six  games. 
By  losing  a  squeaker  to  DePauw  84—82  in  the 
final  game  of  the  season,  the  Aces  were  de- 
nied a  share  of  the  ICC  crown.  Then  they  re- 
turned to  old  form  and  won  the  NCAA  Midwest 
Regional  with  what  Arad  said  was  "our  best 
game."  However,  they  were  surprised  the  next 
week  in  the  Finals  by  Trinity  College,  93 — 77, 
to  end  what  certainly  must  be  termed  a  suc- 
cessful season. 

Two  Aces,  6—6  Howard  Pratt  and  6 — 9  Tom 
Niemeier,  played  well  enough  to  make  the 
College  Division  All-Star  Team  in  the 
Olympic  Trials.  Pratt  led  the  team  in 
scoring  with  a  14.5  point  per  game  ave- 
rage while  Niemeier  averaged  12  points 
and  8  rebounds  per  game  to  lead  in  that 
department.  Tom  also  led  with  a  .531  F.G. 
percentage.  Sophomore  Layne  Holmes  at 


10.3  and  playmaker  Jerry  Mattingly  at  an 
even  10  were  other  Aces  to  finish  in  double 
figures,  an  achievement  considering  the 
two-platoon  system.

Swim  Aces  Rally  To  Break  Even  (5—5) 


Heading  into  the  final  stretch  with  a 
2 — 5  record,  the  Aces  rallied  in  their 
final  three  meets  to  close  the  season 
with  an  even  5 — 5  record.  Significant 
victories  were  over  LSU  and  Tulane  on 
their  Christmas  tour.  Then  the  Aces 
ran  into  trouble,  losingfour 
straight.  One  of  those  losses  was  to  ISU. 
It  was  only  the  second  loss  to  a  conference 
team  in  six  years.  Coach  Voorhees 
pointed  to  a  new  NCAA  rule  which  allows 
freshman  participation  as  a  big  factor 
in  that  loss. 

The  team  this  season  was  led  by  senior 
distance  freestyler  Ted  Foland,  sophomore 
backstroker  Bob  Lodato  and  two  junior  divers 
who  were  consistently  exchanging  victories 
amongthemselves.  In  the  1967  NCAA 
finals  in  Long  Beach,  Calif,  these  two 
divers,  Gordon  Bryant  and  Jim  Lilligan, 
placed  third  and  fifth  respectively  to 
gain  All-American  honors.  Another  Ace, 
Bryan  Rathke,  a  graduate  of  1967,  placed 
third  in  the  100  yd.  butterfly  and  also 
attained  All-American  laurels. 
For  the  first  time  in  five  years  the  Aces 
failed  to  capture  the  ICC  crown,  losing 
to  Indiana  State  University.
